THE GROUND-NUT. 


| 


Thomas Iewitt. 


There ure comparatively few people 
who realise the world-wide’ ingportance 
of humblé ground-nut, or “‘monkey-nut” 
as it is commonly called. It is, cul- 
tivated in almost all the warmer coun- 
tries of the world, specially India, 
United 
States, and apart from.the buge’ quan- 
titits that are consumed in thege coun- 
tries, 20 leas: than .800,000 tons are ex- 
ported to Europe alone. The nuts are 
largely eaten either in the raw state or 
roasted, but by ‘far tho greater quantity 
are used as 2 source of oil. For a great 
many years Marseilles

Dr W. Patterson, medical officer in 
charge of the Government Civil Hospital, 
who. at the time of the accident was in 
chargeof the Victoria Hospital, said. that 
on Octoher 23rd, about'l3 p.m. or there- 
ahouts he admitted Bessie McKay, who 
was suffering from multiple, injuries” Her 
genera] condition. was very bad. He 
diagnosed fracture of the left collar bone, 
fracture of ribs on hoth sides of the chest, 
abrasions on both sides’ of . the’ chest, 
laverated thigh’ and signs’ of internal ab- 
dominal injuries. She died at 19.43 a.m. 
on the 24th. The ‘same.day he performed 
& post-mortem examination, and found 
a fracture of the left collar hone, fracture 
of five ribs on the Ieft sive and two on 
the right side. There was also rupture 
of the liver and fracture of ‘the pelvis.
